USE OF DEADLY FORCE AS DEFINED IN THIS POLICY IS THAT FORCE 
WHICH IS INTENDED TO CAUSE DEATH OR GREAT BOD ILY HARM OR 
WHI CH CREATES SOME SPEC IFI ED DEGREE OF RISK THAT A 
REASONABLE PRUDENT PERSON WOULD CONSIDER LIKELY TO CAUSE 
DEATH OR GRAVE INJURY. 

A. DEADLY FORCE MAY BE USED FOR: 

1. DEFENSE OF LIFE- AN OFFICER MAY USE DEADLY FORCE TO
